"Half dressed, we began walking 


toward Yokohama. 18 miles dis- 
tant, with the baby and pet bull 
log."Enroute we encountered pillag- 
ng tands of Koreans and Japanese 
irmed with long, glittering knives 
ind clubs, demanding the posses- 
sions of all who had valuables. Sev- 
sral Japanese bands were killed. 


"In a half

particularly heavy earth-shock pre- 
cipitated us to the ground. An arm- 
sd band of pillagers entered and, 
thinking it was the end. we kissed 
sach other good bye. 
They 
left, 
however, shortly afterwards, after 
being assured we had nothing of 
ra-luable in our possessions.

Jump Earth Fissures. 
"Great Fissures opened in 
the

be seen trying to gain the surface." 


Miss Coutts. modestly declining

SUCCESSFUL 


FLIGHT 


Thousands Watch Z E1 In 


Trial Trip — Demon- 
strates War Ability 


NEW YORK, Sept. 11 — The 


giant silver coated dirigible, the 
"Z R-l" flying ahead of schedule, 
passed over the tip of Manhattan 
island, heading north in an air lane 
above Broadway, at 11:43 o'clock 
(day 
light time). 


Three airplanes accompanied the 


Z R-l. Thousands 
packed 
roof 


tops, and all traffic stopped in the 
streets as the great ship continued 
its trip uptown. 


The airplanes were sent 
from 


Mitchell Field, 
Long Island, 
to 


welcome the Z R-l. They 
were 
piloted by Lieutenant E. H. Bark- 
dale, Clyde B. Fmter and Newton 
H. Longfello_w_ 


As the dirigible passed over the 


Wool worth tower it was flying at 
an altitude of 1,500 feet, 
further 


uptown the ship dipped slightly. 
Get* Xoisy Greeting 


AH the Z R-l sailed by the bay 


from off Staten Island, ships in the 
harbor extended a noisy greeting 
of whistle blasts 


Swinging south at the edge of 


Yonkers the Immense ship of the 
air nosed over toward the East 
river, following its line down to 
the bay. 
At the tip of the island 


it once more headed and soon en- 
tered the mouth of the great can- 
yon of lower Broadway. 


The three airplanes from 
the 


army field dipped 
and 
twisted 
about the monster. To the fleet 
was added the airships of the mo- 
tion picture news reel photograph- 
ers who dived about the big ship, 
seeking to photograph it with the 
metropolitan area ' showing below. 


The roar of the -great motors of 


the dirigible and the hum of the 
smaller 
ships 
brought 
wonder- 
struck workers from office 
build- 


ings until roof tops were 
black. 


Street cars were blocked, so great 
was the press of the crowd. 
It was a practical demonstration 


of what the ship could do in war 
time. 
Manned by thirty men and 


guarded by a fleet of planes, such 
as surrounded the -monster as it 
hovered over 
America's 
greatest 


city today, the Z R-l clearly show- 
ed itself capable of wreaking great 
destruction. 
As the navy monster 


came down to East river it dipped 
low, less than 1000 feet above the 
great 
bridges 
connecting Man- 


hattan with Brooklyn and Queens. 
The crew could be seen waving to 
the millions who watched. 
The sun playing 
against 
her 


shining silver sides was blinding. 
In the shadows the ship had the 
appearance of a giamt flying fish.

from the sea by the ship's bright- 
ness followed the flight across the 
island.

BERLIN, Sept. 11.—The Russian

denied the report that Leon Trotzky 
has been assassinated at Moscow. 


LONDON, 
Sept. 
11.—Leon 
Trotzky, Russian commander, 
is 


reported to have been assassinat- 
ed, according to a Central News 
despatch from Berlin this after- 
noon. The report was said to nave 
been received in Berlin from -Mos- 
cow. 


The Russian trade delegation 


here had no confirmation of the 
report and discredited it. 


Trotzky 
and 
Nikolai Leaine 


were the chief founders of 
bol- 


shevism in Russia and 
the out- 


standing figures in the soviet gov- 
ernment. Totzky 
conducted 
the 


military affairs; Lenine the poli- > 
tical movements. 
I 


Trotzky and Lenine hive both 


been reported assassinated 
many 


times 
in 
the 
past. Lenine was 


wounded by a girl named 
Dora 


Kaplan, who shot, him 
in 
the 


shoulder Shots 
were 
fired 
at 


Trotzkv, .but they missed. 


Trotzky completely reorganized 


the Russian army after the revo- 
lution, but it was defeated in the 
war with Poland. Then he under- 
took intensive reorganization and 
is said to have reduced it from 
10.000,000 to 5.000,000, relieving 
all unfit troops from duty. 


In March Trotzky was reported 


seriously ill from an 
abdominal 


complaint. Charles R. Crane, 
an 


American who 
reached 
London 


from Moscow in March, brought 
word that Trotzky was so sick he 
probably would die before the end 
of this year.

Destroyers Piling Up On 
Rocks Shows One Dead, 
22 Missing and 13 In- 
jured 


SANTA BARBARA, Cal, 
Sept. 


11.—An official board of inquiry, 
composed of Rear Admiral W. V. 
Pratt, commander of the fourth di- 
vision of the battle fleet, senior 
member; Captain George C. Day, 
commander of the Pacific submar- 
ine division, and Captain David S. 
Sellers, of the naval training sta- 
tion at San Diego, is today invest- 
igating the naval tragedy in which 
seven U. S. destroyers crashed on 
the sharp reefs two miles 
from 


Point Arguello, in a dense fog 
Saturday night. 


The naval board was appointed 


by Admiral S. S. Robison, com- 
mander of the battle fleet, now 
stationed in San Francisco harbor. 
Admiral E. W. Kittlelle, command- 
er of the destroyer division, was 
named by Admiral Robison to ap- 
point a judge-advocate to complete 
the official investigation body. 


List of Victims. 


One identified dead, 22 missing 


and believed dead, and 13 injured, 
is the toll taken when the fleet 
destroyers Young, Chauncey, Dep- 
ly, Fuller, Nicholas, S. P. Lee and 
Woodbury, piled on the treacher- 
ous rocks, known as the "Devil's 
Jaw", 75 miles north of here.

MANY REFUGEES 


ROCK TO KOBE 


KOBE, Sept. 11.—'Resembling a 


city just back of the battlefront, 
Kobe today is the central 
rescue 


point of the earthquake and fire 
vctims 
of 
Yokohama, 
Japan's 


principal seaport. 


Hundreds of refugees are arriv- 


ing here daily from the devastated 
sections and are being temporarily 
housed and clothed- 


The seriously injured are being 


carefully borne through the streets 
principally by American sailors 
from units of the Asia-tic fleet, and 
taken to the beautiful oriental ho- 
tel, 
the 
spacious ball room of 


which has been turned into a hos- 
pital, with beds and ail necessary 
equipment. 


At da,wn a relief sal? arrived 


from Yokohama, having on board 
100 
Americans uninjured. The 


same vessel carried
